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SOUTH KOREA V AUSTRALIA PREVIEW 


\USTRALIA 


The Socceroos face Head Coach 
Pim Verbeek’s ex side South Korea in 
an international friendly match that will 
be played in Seoul this Saturday eve- 
ning the 5th September 2009. 

The match kicks off at 9pm Australian time 
and 7 pm local. With Verbeek intent to use 
these friendly games to find the best possible 
squad for South Africa 2010 the return of some 
old heads brings a familiar look to the squad. 

Returning into the Dutchman’s 24-player 
squad for the Saturday nights game are Mi- 
chael Beauchamp, Jason Culina, Vince Grella, 
Josh Kennedy, Mark Milligan, Michael Petk- 
ovic and Shane Stefanutto. All missed selec- 
tion for the recent international friendly against 
the Republic of Ireland in Limerick that the 
Socceroos won 3-0 earlier this month. 

In contrasting fortunes Josh “Jesus” Kenne- 
dy has left his German nightmare behind him 
and has been getting crucial game time and 
crucially in a world cup year is in goal scoring 
form for Japanese side Nagoya Grampus. Un- 
fortunately Vince Grella’s return to action for 
Blackburn this weekend was overshadowed 
by the terrible ordeal Grella suffered when he 
was involved in a home robbery. The Mirror 
in England reported that Grella escaped unin- 
jured but was burgled at knifepoint by a group 
of masked men. Grella’s wife Barbara and 
their seven-year-old twins Sophia and Victoria 
were not at home during the invasion. 

FC Twente attacker Nikita Rukavytsya gets 
another chance to show what he can do as he 
gets to play his second game for the National 
Team while fellow Eredivisie player Brett Ho- 
man scored again for his Dutch side AZ Alk- 
maar. The Australian got the opener for Ron- 
ald Koeman’s side as they beat Willem 2-1 to 
go top of the Dutch League. 

However the biggest talking points leading 
up to the game are the omissions of big names 
Tim Cahill who is being rested as precaution 
by Verbeek and Lucas Neill the Australian 
captain who at the time of printing this article 
had not found a club yet. 

Speaking about missing Everton star Tim 

Cahill, Verbeek said: “Timmy is struggling 
with his foot. They play a lot of games in the 
Premiership and the Europa League. 
“It’s a totally different injury to the one he 
had in the past. He’s ok but at the moment it is 
much better to leave him in England. It’s go- 
ing to be a long season.” 

Regarding the situation of his captain Neill, 
Verbeek appeared to be worried as much as the 
fans about his situation: 

“T am as anxious as everybody else and wait- 
ing for him to make a decision (where he 
wants to go). 

“Again, it is better if he stays where he is at 

the moment. I am in regular contact with him 
but there is nothing I can do. 
“Tt is totally up to him and he needs to focus 
on his future. He is 31 and waiting for the right 
moment to sign for the right club. I think there 
is nothing wrong with that. This is why he is 
not in the group,” finished Verbeek. 

Turkey based Socceroo Harry Kewell was 
picked but Australia’s World Cup hero also 
has a question mark over his fitness: “I was at 
the [Kewell’s last] match in Turkey,” Verbeek 
said during a teleconference from the Nether- 
lands. 

“Harry scored a great goal but he also got 
a nasty kick on his ankle. I was with him at 
the medical and it did not look good but he is 
confident of being fit. 

The ex South Korean boss should again 
indulge his pragmatic side with his favoured 
4-2-3-1 formation but there are whispers that 
Josh Kennedy could play upfront with Celtic

front man Scott McDonald. 

Verbeek’s mantra during friendlies has al- 
ways been “the performance is more impor- 
tant that the result”. But like when he beat 
the Netherlands in 2007 in Holland I’m sure 
Verbeek would love to get one over his former 
employer, especially in their own backyard. 
During the teleconference though the Dutch- 
man was on script: 

“We'll go to Korea to win the game but the 
performance will be more important than the 
result,” Verbeek said. 

“Good performances make life easier and 
also if you play well you are more likely to 
win games, as we did in Ireland. 

“T know the Korean mentality quite well and 
they will want to beat us because there will be 
prestige at stake.” 

I’m sure fans of the Socceroos are expecting 
the Aussies to win now that they are placed 
16th in the FIFA World Rankings, and are the 
highest ranked Asian nation, whilst the Korea 
Republic is placed 48th and is the third ranked 
Asian nation. 

The last time these two teams met was at the 
2001 FIFA Confederations Cup at the Suwon 
World Cup Stadium. The Korea Republic beat 
the Socceroos 1-0 on that occasion. Coinci- 
dentally, former Socceroos coach Guus Hid- 
dink was in charge of the Korea Republic team 
on that day and Pim Verbeek was his assistant 
coach. 

Korea Republic coach Huh Jung-moo has 
named an entirely overseas-based squad for 
the September 5 friendly against Australia in 
Seoul. 

Because a full K-League fixture list sched- 
uled, Huh has been forced to recall 2002 World 
Cup veterans Ahn Jung-hwan, Seol Ki-hyeon, 
Kim Nam-il and Cha Du-ri. 

The Korea Republics most famous son 
Manchester United midfielder Park Ji-sung, 
Wigan’s Cho Won-hee and new Bolton sign- 
ing Lee Chung-yong have also been selected. 

Following this match the Socceroos head 
home to Australia in October to face the Neth- 
erlands in an international friendly match in 
Sydney (Saturday 10 October) before head- 
ing to Melbourne for their all important AFC 
Asian Cup 2011 Qualifier against Oman at Eti- 
had Stadium (Wednesday 14 October).

flank. The youngster produced a good first 
touch in the box before his smart lob over 
the advancing Stuart Webster in Thun- 
der’s goal. 
Down the other end, Thunder’s attacks 
became more frantic as the match pro- 
gressed and they desperately streamed for- 
ward in search of an equalizer.

coach Stuart Munro said, “ Today our fin- 
ishing wasn’t good, our decision making 
in the final third wasn’t good and delivery 
late on in the game was very panicky. | 
think too many of our players were ner- 
vous.

Hume On The Verge Of Grand Final Appearance 


GREEN GULLY

HUME City has progressed to the Victorian 
Premier League preliminary final after de- 
feating Green Gully 1-0 at Green Gully Re- 
serve on Saturday. 

The deadlock was broken in the 26th minute by 
Tansel Baser, whose left foot hook across the face 
of goal hit the inside of the post, and angled into 
the back of the net. 

The contest itself produced few genuine chances 
on goal; Green Gully’s best chance coming in the 
dying moments, and it was Mile Medjedovic with 
a close-range strike, but was not powerful enough 
to penetrate Lupce Acevski’s net. 

Green Gully coach Peter Ollerton said the contest 
was uninspiring. 

“IT thought both sides were crap. I feel sorry for 
the people that watched the game personally. (The 
contest) seemed very dead,” Ollerton said. 

The former Socceroo put his side’s poor perfor- 
mance down to fatigue and the extended minutes 
from their previous week’s loss to Altona. 

“T think we were just a bit flat... (we had) four or 
five days time (between matches), we brought in a 
couple of players and tried to freshen it up.” 

After his side’s regular season clash away to 
Hume, Ollerton was quoted as saying Green Gully 
lacked the “firepower” up front to win the Premier 
League, and prophetically, this was the Cavaliers’ 


downfall. 

“Tn the past three or four games we have scored 
three goals, four goals two goals, and today we 
didn’t really penetrate at all,” he said. 

Hume assistant coach Leigh Tsoumerkas said it was 
a calculated and group effort from his chargers. 
“We talk about belief, we talk about work-rate and 
commitment to the cause, and every player in that 
team did their job.” 

A breakaway league from the Football Federation 

Victoria (FFV) has been touted for next year’s sea- 
son, but Ollerton predicted it would not eventuate. 
And should another league be born, Green Gully 
will not take any part in it. 
“There won’t be any breakaway league. I don’t even 
know why people are talking about it. We won’t be 
a part of that, and we’ll be playing under the FFV, 
and it’s as simple as that.” 

Tsoumerkas said Hume will be focussing on it’s 

final next week, and not it’s 2010 agenda until their 
finals campaign is over. 
“We’re just concentrating on what’s going on on the 
field. We’re playing next week for a game in the 
grand final, and that’s what we’re concentrating on. 
Nothing else.” 

Hume will face Dandenong Thunder in a prelimi- 
nary final next week.

WOMENS PREMIER LEAGUE 


INTER SECURES FIFTH STRAIGHT GF BERTH 
South and Bergers To Meet In “Derby” Preliminary 


Week One of the Women’s Premier 
League finals featured two dramatic 
games, with both going right down 
to the wire. Box Hill Inter secured its 
place in the Grand Final by defeat- 
ing Heidelberg United, which Heidel- 
berg United will now battle it out with 
South Melbourne next weekend for 
the right to meet them , after South 
saw off Sandringham in the Elimina- 
tion Final. 

Box Hill Inter booked its place in its fifth 
successive Grand Final with a hard fought 
1-0 victory over last year’s beaten final- 
ist Heidelberg United at Wembley Park on 
Sunday evening. The match was played out 
at a frenetic pace, and Heidelberg will rue 
its missed chances, which now leaves it fac- 
ing a Preliminary Final against South Mel- 
bourne next Sunday. 

The first half was a cagey affair, with the 
two teams seemingly feeling each other out. 
Play was concentrated in the centre of the 
ground for much of the half, with Heidel- 
berg slightly edging the balance of posses- 
sion. Chances were few and far between, 
with Inter’s Amanda Lawless and United’s 
Melanie Camilleri both looking dangerous. 

The game opened up in the second half, as 
both sides went for the win. Inter had Mat- 
ildas custodian Melissa Barbieri back in 
goals, but she almost gifted Heidelberg the 
opening goal when her miscued clearance 
went straight to Camilleri who, fortunately 
for the home side, shot wide. The game then 
began to see-saw with chances at either end. 
Julia Nicolaci, who had been looking sharp 
on Heidelberg’s right, knocked a ball in to 
Michelle Verzi who centred to Chrissy Bax- 
endale, but she was unable to convert from 
close range. Inter responded immediately 
through Morgan Anderson, who whipped in 
a cross, but Lauren Farrugia volleyed wide 
at the far post. Minutes later, Camilleri and 
Lawless both shot over the bar, albeit at op- 
posite ends of the ground. 

The decisive goal came in the 83rd minute, 
with Lawless atoning for her earlier profli- 
gacy. Kat Smith’s long ball found Lawless 
in space at the top of the box, and she had 
time to take several touches and set herself 
before finishing. The goal gave Heidelberg 
little time to respond, and so the minor pre- 
mier was able to secure swift passage into 
the Grand Final. The result did not fully re- 
flect the nature of the game, with Heidelberg 
having the better of the second half, but it 
was unable to capitalise on its possession 
advantage, thus allowing Box Hill to snatch 
the game at the end. 

In the weekend’s other game,South Mel- 
bourne booked its place in the Preliminary 
Final with a dramatic 3-2 victory over San-

dringham in the Elimination Final at Bob 
Jane Stadium on Saturday. Despite never 
falling behind, South was made to work for 
its win, against a Sandringham team that 
would simply not lie down. 

After a scrappy opening, South established 
a lead early in the match in slightly un- 
usual fashion. Christie Tangalos struck an 
inswinging corner across the face of the 
goal, and it evaded everyone and flew into 
the far corner of the net, to put the home side 
one nil up. The goal also settled the game 
down, and South began to take control of 
the match, while Sandringham looked to at- 
tack down the flanks. 

Sandringham had mainly looked threatening 
from set pieces, so it was perhaps no surprise 
that its equaliser, in the closing stages of the 
half, came from a free-kick. South conceded 
a foul on the edge of the box, towards the 
right touchline, and Ashlee Good curled a 
left-footed shot over the wall and into the 
net to level the scores. Sandringham, how- 
ever, was on equal terms for less than five 
minutes, as with less than a minute to play 
in the half, South was awarded a penalty af- 
ter Katia Tavolaro was brought down in the 
box. Aimee Benton slotted the resultant spot 
kick to restore the home side’s lead. 

The arm wrestle continued throughout the 
second half, but neither side was able to find 
a way through to add to the scoreline. South 
had all but secured its passage to the Pre- 
liminary Final, but Sandringham has proved 
throughout the season that it is a side that 
plays until the very death. Having already 
snatched three points from South in Round 
17 with a goal in stoppage time, Lucy Ka- 
pusta was once again South’s nemesis, scor- 
ing in time added on to tie up the scores and 
send the game into extra time. 

Both sides were understandably nervy in 
the additional thirty minutes, although San- 
dringham could have taken the lead early in 
the first period when Emma Runnalls was 
sent clean through, only to be denied by an 
excellent last ditch tackle by Natalie Bra- 
janovski on the edge of the area. The sides 
remained deadlocked at 2-2 going into the 
last fifteen minutes, with the likelihood of 
penalties rapidly increasing. Then, with ten 
minutes to go, Jade Barnden was sent clear 
by Marcela Marques and she coolly slotted 
the ball past Sandringham custodian Peta 
Horman’s despairing dive and into the net. 
South was able to hold on for the final ten 
minutes, and Sandringham could not pro- 
vide any more last minute drama, and so the 
home side progressed to its first Preliminary 
Final.

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TRIBUNAL decisions this week at 
state and national level will play piv- 
otal roles in deciding this season’s 
State One promotion and relegation 
issues. 

The long-running St Albans Dinamo saga 
dragged on yet another week with news last 
Friday that Football Federation Australia’s 
appeals board had once again deferred judg- 
ment. 

You will recall that Dinamo and Frankston 
Pines were kicked out of the competition at 
the halfway mark of the season after having 
charges of club misconduct proven. 

Those sentences were overtumed on ap- 
peal with Pines being fined $3000, Dinamo 
$7000 while the Churchill Reserve club also 
had nine league points deducted. 

St Albans’ last avenue of appeal was to 
FFA and despite the expense it chose that 
course. 

But due to that appeal tribunal dithering 
for some weeks now over its ruling we have 
the farcical situation where we enter the last 
round of the league season not knowing ex- 
actly how many points St Albans has. 

Spare a thought also for Northcote and 
Bentleigh Greens. While they’ve stood toe- 
to-toe waging an enthralling title battle they 
have been forced to continually look over 
their shoulder wondering whether or not the 
St Albans outfit is waiting to pounce. 

St Albans remains supremely confident 
that its nine league points will be reinstated 
and that it can reclaim its status as a Premier 
League club. 

“Tf there is any justice then we will get the 
points back,” club president Vlado Brekalo 
told me last week. 

“We have a good team here. We have 
very good boys who are ready for Premier 
League and I am very confident that we can 
get there.” 

At the other end of the table Frankston 
Pines are sweating on the result of this 
Wednesday night’s Football Federation Vic- 
toria tribunal hearing to decide Springvale 
White Eagles’ protest against its recent 3-2 
loss to last placed Turkish outfit Southern 
Stars. 

The notice of the tribunal hearing states 
that: “The complainant has lodged a game/ 
match protest ... on the basis that the re- 
spondent fielded ineligible players — Boris 
Sahin, Gokturk Altiparmak and Fatih Akdo- 
gan...” 

The notice also calls on Southern Stars 
to ensure that all three players are in atten- 
dance at Wednesday night’s hearing at the 
Dallas Brooks Centre in East Melbourne. 

I understand that Southern Stars believe 
that all three were eligible to compete in the 
game in question and will claim that FFV 
erred in posting erroneous information on 
its website. 

I’ve been told that Akdogan was initially 
listed as a red card offender even though he 
hasn’t been sent off this season. 

And I hear that Southern Stars are in re- 
ceipt of official FFV notification that the 
three players in question were ineligible to 
compete for the club in its catch-up game 
against St Albans which took place four 
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days after the clash with White Eagles. 

That documentation will be lodged with 
the tribunal as evidence of Southern Stars’ 
compliance with FFV rules and to support 
Southern Stars’ claim that the players were 
eligible to compete against White Eagles. 
Three precious points are up for grabs here 
as Pines and White Eagles are locked in a 
bitter relegation stoush. 


Same old shenanigans 

JUST when I was starting to think 
that we’d grown up a wee bit as a 
sport comes news of a State League 
club recently offering big bucks to an 
upcoming opponent to lie down. 

If we had a draft system in vogue it would 

be called tanking but let’s simply call it what 
it is — cheating and attempted bribery. 
The offer was made by the home club just 
over a fortnight ago but fortunately the 
president of the visiting club refused to play 
ball. 

And I thought this particular home club’s 
president was a decent and reasonable man. 
More fool me. 

It just goes to show how desperate times 
can bring out the worst in some people. 

And when you analyse this president’s ac- 
tions they don’t really make much sense — 
on a financial level at least. 

He’s put thousands of dollars into his club 
with very little return on the field so why 
wouldn’t he be better cutting his costs by 
dropping down a division and trying to de- 
velop more local playing talent rather than 
paying outsiders to carry the club into a rel- 
egation battle? 

From my perspective it seems that this par- 
ticular club president has a lot more money 
than sense. Or moral fibre for that matter. 


Andy’s eyes are smiling 

ANDY O’Dell watched from afar as 
South Melbourne crashed and burned 
in this season’s Premier League fi- 
nals series. 

O’Dell doubtless was grinning from ear 
to ear with news the other week that Hume 
City had beaten Souths 2—0 in the elimina- 
tion final. 

O’Dell had to fly to England a fortnight 
ago due to a family illness but before he left 
he delivered one of his trademark tirades, 
this time taking aim at Souths midfielder 
Fernando de Moraes. 

The Brazilian maestro was at the centre 
of a storm a couple of days earlier for his 
part in a controversial deciding goal that ce- 
mented Souths’ finals spot and ended Sun- 
shine George Cross’s season. 

Given that Goal! Weekly’s report of the 
goal was different to O’Dell’s, for the sake 
of balance let’s hear how O’Dell described 
it: 

“Our goalkeeper threw the ball out so that 
a player could receive treatment. This Fer- 
nando guy calls our keeper closer so that 
he can throw the ball back to him from the 
throw-in but instead of heading back to the 
halfway line he chases down his own throw, 
robs the keeper then scores,” said O’Dell. 

“There was nothing big Perry (Mur, the

referee) could do about it but I was bloody 
furious. And the way they celebrated the 
goal made me sick to my stomach. 

“Tt just shows you how low this club has 
gone. I remember when they were a big 
club, one of the biggest in Australia but look 
at them now.” 

O’Dell offered much more colourful and 
descriptive adjectives to describe his feel- 
ings about de Moraes and the controversial 
goal but for the sake of decency (and defa- 
mation laws) it’s best they remain unpub- 
lished. 


Plunging into the abyss 

FOR THE first time in Victorian foot- 
ball history Sandringham City is off 
the State League radar after having 
its relegation to Provisional One 
South-East confirmed on Saturday 
when it lost 3-0 to title-chasing Ber- 
wick City. 

Getting dumped from the State Leagues 
has been likened to disappearing down an 
enormous black hole in freefall and for 
many clubs these past few years it has been 
difficult to recover in the short term. 

But Sandringham is no stranger to finish- 
ing in a relegation position in the lowest 
State League. It happened to the club some 
years ago but it had two friends on the old 
State League management committee who 
were instrumental in Sandy successfully ap- 
plying to retain its State League status. 

I know because I contacted both of these 
then Victorian Soccer Federation admin- 
istrators about the club’s plight and, from 
Sandringham’s perspective, they reacted 
positively. 

Pity help the Provisional League club back 
then that should have been promoted but to- 
day’s Provisional League promotion candi- 
dates can rest assured that this time round 
Sandringham has no political strings to pull 
and even if it had it would not make one iota 
of difference. 


Sandringham started the season with former 
Richmond captain James Baskerville at the 
coaching helm but he quit partway through 
the campaign with the team anchored to the 
bottom of the league ladder. 

The club committee appointed Jamie 

Speight ahead of Noel Mitten to the vacant 
coaching post knowing that Speight would 
be unavailable for the last three games of 
the season as he was heading overseas. 
As matters transpired, Speight left a week 
ahead of schedule for family reasons and his 
assistant, Niall Shearer, took over but to no 
avail. 

Sandringham’s fall from grace is historical 
on two counts for next season another first 
will take place when it plays league games 
against neighbouring Beaumaris, which al- 
ready has clinched promotion from Provi- 
sional Two South-East. 

For many years now Sandringham has 
missed out on local derbies due to the de- 
mise of both Brighton and Moorabbin City 
so its clashes with Beaumaris should be sea- 
son highlights for the club in 2010. 

Not that the Sandy stalwarts are excited 
about that prospect at the moment. No, right 
now many of them are preoccupied with 
trying to work out just where they went so 
horribly wrong after overseeing one of the 
worst seasons in the Sillitoe Reserve club’s 
60-year history. 
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Spring-like sunshine and an impossi- 
bly blue sky light the lush green grass 
of Gosch’s Paddock on the walk along 
Olympic Boulevard. Interrupting the 
endless blue sky is the fagade of the 
newest addition to the menagerie of 
Melbourne’s world-class sports facil- 
ities, rippling bubbles of bone-white 
metal spreading freely, surrounding 
the stadium’s inner design. 

The grace of the exterior belies the 2,500 
tonnes of steel used in its construction, and 
will eventually, from the outside, almost en- 
tirely disguise the 35,000 cubic metres of 
concrete that forms the stadium’s innards. 
When at capacity, a bio-frame roof fitted 
with thousands of programmable LED lights 
will provide extensive weather-protection 
for the 30,000-plus crowds. 

Elite training, recovery and medical facili- 
ties, lap pool, vast office space, 1000-person 
dining room and 24 corporate suites will 
be housed within the new environmentally 
conscious stadium. The design feats and 
aesthetic results are astounding, as is the 
stadium’s very existence, merely five years 
after the re-launch of an Australian domestic 
football league. 

The idea of a purpose-built, world-class 
rectangular facility in the heart of oval-sports 
country would have been considered deeply 
incongruous just years ago. The $267.5 mil- 
lion government venture is recognition of 
Victory’s hitherto achievement and the im- 
movable presence of football in the state. 
Standing inside, on the arid ground on 
which locally-grown turf will be laid, the 
MCG is clearly seen through a gap in the 
construction, as if a purposely-left visual 
reference to the stadium’s imposition in an 
AFL town. The humming of work trucks, 
clanking chains of cranes, and shrieking of 
power tools constant sounds of progress of 
football in the region. 

Victory captain Kevin Muscat has been 
a part of the football revolution since its 
incepetion. As a high-profile Socceroo, his 
initial faith in the Hyundai A-League has 
been vindicated. 

“As a kid, and even coming back five 
years ago, I would never have thought I’d be 
playing in a rectangular stadium — a proper 
football stadium — that rivals most stadiums 
in Europe,” he effuses, as we look equally 
amiss in our matching hardhats 
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Home Sweet (rectangular) Home

and incandescent safety vests. 

“It’s going to be 30-odd thousand, dare I 

say that we’ ll fill most of the games at home. 
Hopefully the sold-out sign is up quite a 
few times. The actual stadium itself, right 
through from surface, to looks, to comfort, 
as I said, is going to rival most, or quite a 
few, of where our international stars ply 
their trade now.” 
Replicating the quality of playing conditions 
available overseas is integral to the Hyundai 
A-League’s continued growth. The new sta- 
dium provides a valuable selling point for 
recruiting players of increased quality and 
selling Australia as a worthy stage for the 
World Cup. 

Muscat waits expectedly for the end to 
Victory’s transitory existence that the new 
stadium will bring. In his years at the club, 
the team’s headquarters, training base and 
home ground have been spread across three 
different locations. 

“Having a purpose-built, rectangular sta- 
dium that we can actually call home — we’ll 
be training here, we’ Il be coming here for all 
our meetings, we’ll live here basically,” he 


says. “Having somewhere we can actually 
call home will be a massive advantage for 
us. And, personally, I can’t wait.” 

The Docklands stadium has served as a 
more-than-worthy makeshift home for Vic- 
tory, enabling them to set attendance records 
which fellow Hyundai A-League club aren’t 
in a position to rival. 

“When Etihad Stadium is at its best, af- 
ter the football the season... the conditions 
of that stadium, the surface and the stadium 
itself is second to none,” Muscat attests. But 
the new stadium will bring a stronger sense 
of belonging: a dwelling built with express 
consideration for its tenants, cementing 
football’s identity in Victoria. 

Accustomed to watching beyond the run- 
ning track of Olympic Park, or from behind 
stretches of grass left by the white-lined 
creation of a rectangular pitch on the oval 
surface of the Docklands, for many Victo- 
rian-based Hyundai A-League supporters, 
watching football on a rectangular stadium 
will be foreign. 

This unmatched supporter-base encouraged 
the stadium’s construction. “I think the real- 
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ity is now when you see the membership, 
the attendances that we’re generating here 
in Melbourne, I suppose the cream on top 
of the cake is the stadium,” Muscat says in 
tribute to Victory fans. 

Muscat is still unsure whether he’ll set 
foot on the new pitch in a playing capac- 
ity but despite his awe for the new facility, 
it doesn’t come into calculations about his 
future. “No, it certainly won’t influence my 
decision,” he states. 

“T’m going to be involved in the football 
club one way or another when this stadium 
is open. The idea is to make the best football 
stadium in this country a cauldron for the 
Melbourne Victory.” 

Build it and they will come. Melbourne 
Victory can be sure of this, as their legion 
of support has already done so in the four 
years of the club’s existence. But as of next 
year, the Victory contingent of support will 
converge on a new home.

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CORNTHWAITE 
CHARGED FOR 
ALLEGED 
INCIDENT 


Adelaide United FC defender Rob- 
ert Cornthwaite has been charged 
with basic assault on a bouncer at 
a city night club and for withhold- 
ing information from South Aus- 
tralian police. 

Adelaide United Football Club CEO 
Sam Ciccarello confirmed the charges 
against Cornthwaite after the alleged in- 
cident, which took place just after mid- 
night on Sunday 30 August 2009. 

It is the first time an Adelaide United 
player has been charged for any social in- 
cident since the club’s inception in 2003. 

“Tt’s alleged that Robert Cornthwaite 
was involved in an alleged assault very 
early this morning, at around midnight, 
at an Adelaide night club,” Ciccarello 
stated. 

“Robbie is being charged with basic as- 
sault and with withholding personal de- 
tails from the South Australian police.” 

Cornthwaite was kept at a police watch 
house before being released a short time 
after the alleged incident, the defender to 
appear in the Magistrates Court on No- 
vember 4, 2009. 

Adelaide United has informed Football 
Federation Australia (FFA) of the alleged 
incident, Ciccarello saying the club is in 
the process of gathering further informa- 
tion before deciding on whether to en- 
force any sanctions on Cornthwaite. 

“The club is already conducting a col- 
lection of information so we can deter- 
mine if there has been any breach of the 
code of conduct. We’ve advised the FFA 
(Football Federation Australia) of the al- 
leged incident and the FFA, through its 
disciplinary committee, will commence 
its own review of the information at hand 
as of tomorrow and will determine its po- 
sition in terms of any code of conduct is- 
sues with the game itself and the player’s 
behaviour,” Ciccarello said. 

“We’re obviously very disappointed 
with Robbie that the incident has alleg- 
edly occurred, there’s a fair bit of process 
still to take its course here...obviously 
Robbie is disappointed that he’s put him- 
self in a position that he found himself in, 
and we will commence a review process 
of the information and through our code 
of conduct will determine what actions 
will be appropriate.” 

Cornthwaite will join the rest of The 
Reds’ squad as per normal for the club’s 
training session today at 10.00am at 
Hindmarsh Stadium.

HERE'S MUD IN YO 


When Carnival Football Came 


Most people know that football, the 
round ball game, was the first of the 
codes to start a national league when 
it kicked-off in 1977. But long before 
the National Soccer League began, 
Australian state and club teams met 
in national competition in a series 
of carnivals which stretch back into 
the pre-First World War years. 

Indeed the first inter-state match was held 
way back in 1883 when Victoria played 
New South Wales in Melbourne. West- 
om Australia toured the eastern states in 
1909—an adventure story beautifully told 
by Richard Kreider in his book The Soc- 
cerites. A new South Wales team went to 
New Zealand in 1904 and the Kiwis came 
to NSW the following year. A national body 
was formed as the Commonwealth Foot- 
pall (Australia) in 1912, which changed its 
name to the Australian Soccer Football As- 
sociation in 1921. 

The interstate carnivals began in 1913. 
Distance had always been a powerful dis- 
incentive to regular competition, so it made 
sense to have an end-of-season gathering 
of the leading clubs or state representative 
reams to compare standards and/or find an 
overall champion. In 1924, the Football 
Association in England presented a Chal- 
lenge Cup to the Australian Football Asso- 
ciation for competition on inter-state lines. 
This was one of series of trophies given to 
the various overseas associations which 
were affiliated to the FA at the time. The 
one given to Australia currently sits in the 
Football Federation of Victoria boardroom. 
There was an interstate carnival in Sydney 
in 1932. Victoria, South Australia, Tasma- 
nia and Queensland and NSW took part, 
with the host coming out on top. The last 
pre-war carnival was held in Adelaide in 
1936, again won by New South Wales. 
After a number of failed attempts, and 
the refusal of New South Wales to stage 
the competition, the first post-war carnival 
was held in Melbourne from 7 to 9 June 
1952 and this time Victoria was crowned 
champion. Only four teams took part, New 
South Wales, Queensland, South Australia 
and the host. The Governor of Victoria, Sir 
Dallas Brooks, attended and was presented 
to the competing teams. Aggregate crowds 
over the first two days were in the order of 
20,000 and between 6 and 10,000 watched 
the final round of games. Matches were 
played at Toorak Park Oval and Olympic 
Park, in its pre-1956 condition which was 
quite primitive. Fans were asked to make 
a voluntary contribution of 4 shillings (20 
0) at the Sunday game at Olympic Park and 
nearly £1000 ($2000) was raised. 

New South Wales was the raging favou- 
rite, but Victoria downed all three oppo- 
nents culminating in a 3-1 win over New 
South Wales. In the latter stages of the fi- 
nal game, New South Wales’s rumbustious 
centre-forward Frank ‘Snipper’ Parsons 
made a strong tackle on Victoria’s elegant 
playmaker Sergio Bassi. The Juventus star 
was so incensed he picked up a lump of 
mud and threw it at Parsons hitting him 
square on the face. Parsons chased Bassi

around the pitch and landed a punch which 
resulted in his being sent off. About 20 
spectators joined in a brawl on the ground, 
and when Joe Lachmann unwisely went on 
to the New South Wales bus to wish them 


well after the game, there was a further al- 
tercation. 

Comedian and chairman of Fulham Foot- 
ball Club, Tommy Trinder was in Australia 
at the time and he entertained the partici-

pants at dinner at Federal Hotel at the con- 
clusion of the competition. 

Subsequent post-war carnivals took place 
in 1954 in Adelaide, in 1960 in Melbourne, 
again won by the Vics, and in Sydney and 
Brisbane in 1962 and 1963-4. There were 
other, more restricted competitions, some 
of which involved a limited number of club 
teams, and it would be worthwhile compil- 
ing a comprehensive list. In 1967, for ex- 
ample, a four-team friendly competition 
was held in Adelaide with West Adelaide 
Hellas, Adelaide City-Juventus, Croatia 
and Juventus of Melbourne taking part. The 
winning team or state could claim bragging 
rights, though the carnivals had no official 
status. Interestingly, it was women who 
took the lead in establishing a formal na- 
tional football championship in 1974. The 
first women’s national competition took 
place in Sydney in August 1974, with five 
states taking part. New South Wales won 
the competition from Northern New South 
Wales. By 1981 nine teams were taking 
part and a junior competition was begun in 
1985 

In addition to these carnivals, many of 
the migrant communities organised tourna- 
ments and social events for their members 
from round Australia. Maltese, Macedo- 
nians, Hungarians, Germans and Croatians, 
among others, had intermittent or regular 
picnics and games at regional, state or na- 
tional level.

Adelaide United scored an equaliser 
right at the death to earn a draw and 
deny North Queensland Fury its first win 
of the season as the sides played out a 
3-3 thriller. 

A last gasp penalty from acting captain 
Lucas Pantelis saw the Reds equalise af- 
ter it had squandered a 2-1 half time lead 
to trail 3-2 with minutes remaining. 

United boss Aurelio Vidmar described 
the result as more than fortunate, “Abso- 
lutely. We were very lucky.” 

The Fury enjoyed some bright passages 
and slick passing and were led from the 
front by inspirational captain Robbie 
Fowler. Fowler may not be the same man 
that scored 183 goals for Liverpool, but 
his turn of the hips and dropping of the 
shoulder showed he is still all class and a 
legend of the world game. 

United started the stronger of the two 
sides with Lloyd Owusu handed his first 
start of the season for the Reds due to in- 
juries to captain Travis Dodd and Cassio. 

Owusu’s presence upfront will bring 
calls for him to hold down a regular start- 
ing berth and perhaps a two pronged at- 
tack featuring Cristiano. 

For all of United’s early domination, 
Fury needed only four minutes and one 
swift counter attack to open the scoring 
and put the Reds on the back foot. 

Robbie Fowler collected the ball in the 
centre circle before laying off and running 
50m to finish the move. A pin point James 
Robinson cross from the right saw Fowler 
side foot home from just inside the area. 
His shot flew under the body of United 
keeper Eugene Galekovic and silenced 
the 10,773 home crowd. 

The Reds were clearly shell shocked by 
the goal and took some time in regain- 
ing control of the match. Fury could have 
stamped its authority on the match but 
United survived another scare when Mi- 
chael Marrone cleared off the line. 


United continued to push and got an 
equaliser in the 23rd minute courtesy 
of Lucas Pantelis. A neat interchange of 
passes which involved Paul Reid found 
young gun Michael Marrone on the right 
who lobbed a high cross into the 18yrd 
box. Pantelis superbly brought the ball 
down with his left foot, taking it past Paul 
Kohler, then struck with his right beating 
Fury keeper Paul Henderson. 

Fury had a chance to make it 2-1 in 
the 31st minute when James Robinson 
latched onto a neat layoff from Daniel 
McBreen before firing his shot straight 
at Galekovic who was playing his 100th 
league game. Robinson got another bite 
of the cherry but Galekovic tipped his 
second attempt over the bar. 

Fury would rue missed chances as 
Owusu scored on his first start for United 
a minute later. Jamieson and Pantelis 
shared the ball on the left before the in- 
terim captain whipped in a cross to the 
far post. Owusu was able to outjump his 
opponent and watch his header bounce 
past Henderson in the Fury goal. His ec- 
centric celebration, which looked like 
it came straight from a rap video, an- 
nounced a new fan favourite had arrived. 
The ‘robot’ dance may be a sign of things 
to come for United. 

Fury almost equalised five minutes into 
the second half as Robbie Fowler turned 
back the clock. Fowler was released on 
the left, looked up and put in a through 
ball with one touch, all without breaking 
stride. Royston Griffiths was on the end 
of the delightful pass but his shot was 
tipped onto the bar by Galekovic. 

North Queensland hit the woodwork 
again after Fowler and Ufuk Talay com- 
bined from a corner. Fowler teed up Talay 
whose long range effort curled towards 
the back post. Galekovic threw himself 
to the ball at the last second managing 
to get his fingertips on it, helping the ball

onto the post. 

With less than 30 minutes remaining, 
former United player Fred Aguis returned 
to his once home ground and proved to 
be an almost match winner for Fury. Aguis 
combined well with McBreen and Fowler 
and caused United all sorts of problems 
down the left. 

In the 82nd minute, Aguis released fel- 
low substitue Dyron Daal who nailed the 
equaliser from 18yrds. With Daal bear- 
ing down on goal, Galekovic was caught 
in no man’s land just inside the box. An- 
ticipating the chip the United custodian 
jumped, only for Daal to slide the leveller 
under the advancing keeper. 

Four minutes later Aguis and Fowler 
played a sublime one-two which allowed 
Aguis some space on the left. He weight- 
ed an inch perfect cross to the head of 
McBreen who was waiting patiently on 
the back post. His header beat Galekovic 
and looked to gift Fury its first win of the 
season. 

Some late drama denied Fury a chance 
to claim all three points when substitute 
Daal went from hero to villain. A long 
throw saw Daal handle the ball in the box 
as he was caught between two defend- 
ers. Referee Peter Green had no hesita- 
tion in pointing to the spot deep into in- 
jury time. Stand in captain Lucas Pantelis 
made no mistake sending Henderson the 
wrong way and bring the match level. 

Cristiano could have stolen the win for 
United, with his glancing header from an 
Alemao cross missing the post by inches. 

Acting captain Lucas Pantelis said 
United’s form needs to improve, “We’re 
playing good, but it’s only in patches. We 
can’t maintain it for 90 minutes.” This 
was something coach Aurelio Vidmar also 
noted labelling his team as “fragile” after 
the match, “We were very fragile tonight. 
Mentally that’s where we are. We’re play- 
ing very jittery.”

Sydney’s super 
streak continues

Sydney FC have made their best start 
in the A-League yet, topping the table 
with ten points from their opening 
four games after a deserved 2-0 win 
over the Wellington Phoenix. The New 
Zealanders were thereby left languish- 
ing in the bottom three. 

Vitezslav Lavicka made only one 
change to the side that had drawn with 
the Mariners, with Mark Bridge return- 
ing to the starting line-up in place of 
Steve Corica. Wellington fielded their 
reserve keeper Reece Crowther in place 
of Mark Paston, who was away on “pa- 
ternity leave”. The understudy was to 
have a busy evening. 

Sydney had the better of a tight first 
half, dominating territorially and se- 
curing a number of half-chances. Alex 
Brosque just failed to shape himself for 
a shot when he was played in by Byun 
Sung-Hwan and John Aloisi on three 
minutes; two minutes later, Byun was 
involved again with a fine cross from 
the left, but Mark Bridge’s angled head- 
er was held without too much difficulty 
by Crowther. 

Crowther cut a less impressive figure 
on nine minutes, when he hesitated 
over a clearance and ended up having 
his upfield thump intercepted by the 
lively Bridge. The ball looped tantal- 
isingly towards goal, but drifted just 
wide. 

Sydney FC continued to throw bodies 
into attack, and Aloisi and Brosque both 
had half-chances towards the middle of 
the first period. Leo Bertos was switch- 
ing wings for Wellington in a bid to cre- 


ate openings, but the Phoenix’s static, 
passive midfield was not helping mat- 
ters. 

After another half-chance for Sydney, 
this time falling to Bridge, Terry McFly- 
nn went off with a thigh injury, to be re- 
placed by Brendan Gan. Wellington too 
made a change just before the break, 
with the out-of-sorts Diego making way 
for Vince Lia. In the meantime, Paul Ifill 
had failed to make the most of a give- 
away in defence by Sydney’s Shannon 
Cole, and Kofi Danning miscued a head- 
er from another good cross from Byun. 

On 42 minutes came the best chance 
of the opening half: a corner from Karol 
Kisel was headed at goal by the substi- 
tute Gan, and Crowther did superbly to 
tip the ball over the bar. From the re- 
sulting corner, Sydney again went close, 
with only some desperate Wellington 
defending clearing the danger. 

Bertos caught Shannon Cole napping 
at the beginning of the second period, 
latching on to Lia’s innocuous cross 
from the right, but firing wide. Michael 
Ferrante, having a quiet game other- 
wise, tested Bolton with a stinging shot 
on 52 minutes, and the Sydney keeper 
only managed to push the ball behind 
for a corner at the second attempt. 

From then on, Sydney controlled the 
game. A free kick from Kisel in a promis- 
ing position sailed just over the bar on 
57 minutes, and two minutes later Lav- 
icka prepared for a final assault, bring- 
ing on Steve Corica for an unusually in- 
sipid Danning. 

A fine Sydney move just after the hour 


reached Gan on the right, and the for- 
mer Sutherland man sent a brisk cross- 
shot just wide of Crowther’s far post. 
Brosque was the next Sydney player tc 
fashion a chance, heading Mark Bridge’s 
right-wing cross just over. Bertos was 
again the man to provide Wellington 
with a necessary spark a few minutes 
later, going on a mazy run down the left 
before cutting inside and forcing a save 
from Bolton with a right-footed shot. 

The deadlock was broken on 77 min- 
utes, as Sydney’s persistent pressure 
finally bore fruit. Crowther did well tc 
push a sharp right-footed shot from 
Bridge aside for a corner, which was 
swung in by Kisel: Wellington’s mark: 
ing was lax, and Brendan Gan crept intc 
the six-yard area to nod the ball past 
Crowther. 

Ricki Herbert introduced Daniel ir 
place of the ineffectual Ferrante, but 
Sydney FC’s second goal was the imme- 
diate sequel. A Wellington corner was 
robustly cleared by Stephan Keller, anc 
Alex Brosque raced down the vacant 
left wing as a wave of Sydney players 
surged through the centre. The even- 
tual cross reached John Aloisi, whe 
planted his header deftly past Crowther 
for Sydney’s second. 

That was clearly that, although Ifill dic 
manage a shot at goal as the minutes 
ticked away. Rather more worryingly 
for Lavicka, Aloisi limped off in the 87th 
minute, to be replaced by Matthew Jur- 
man. But it could not spoil the party at 
the Sydney Football Stadium: Sydney FC 
are, for once, on top of the pile.

After a defeat and two frustrating 
draws to open the A-League season 
Brisbane recorded their first three- 
point return of the campaign with a 
1-0 victory over Central Coast Mari- 
ners. 

In a match watched by Brisbane 
coach Frank Farina from the stands, 
having been suspended from the 
bench as a result of his dismissal last 
Sunday, the Roar took a 10th-minute 
lead through the head of the captain 
Craig Moore. 

The match also saw the return of Bris- 
bane striker Reinaldo, who has missed 
almost a year with osteitis pubis, ankle 
and hamstring complaints. 

The Brazilian’s late substitute ap- 
pearance brought rousing applause 
from the crowd of 6433, a figure that 
for the second week in a row was an 
all-time low for the Brisbane club. It 
had been expected though, with lo- 
cal grand finals scheduled for Saturday 
eating into the potential crowd. 

Those who did turn up were treated 
to a rousing attacking performance 
from the home side as Roar team- 
mates Henrique Silva and Charlie Mill- 
er turned it on in an electric first half 
before the Mariners surged forward to 
ensure a tense finish. 

However it was Brisbane skipper and 


central defender Craig Moore who put 
the ball past Danny Vuckovic when he 
beat Pedj Bojic to Matt McKay’s dan- 
gerous corner and powered the ball 
into the top corner to give the Roar an 
early lead. 

Midway through the half Sergio van 
Dijk put Robbie Kruse through on goal 
with a great ball over the Mariners de- 
fence, but as the youngster waited for 
the ball to drop Nigel Boogaard scur- 
ried back in time to take the sting out 
of the shot. 

The Mariners had to wait until the 
half-hour mark for their first real 
chance and almost made the most 
of it when Bojic’s free kick had Liam 
Reddy scrambling to see the ball whiz 
past the post. 

The home team should have doubled 
their advantage in the final minutes 
of the half with a series of gilt-edged 
chances that just wouldn’t find their 
way into the net.

Hughton was his number two. This may not 
have had a negative effect but there’s no 
doubt a coach wants to work with people he 
is familiar with and Spurs chairman Daniel 
Levy was right to let Harry bring his num- 
ber two. 

In order to delve deeper into the reasons for 
the turnaround one must first look at what 
led up to Spurs’ sacking of Ramos. Ramos 
was famed at Sevilla for playing attractive 
passing football, a 4-4-2 with attacking full- 
backs like Daniel Alves. To be fair to Ra- 
mos it was always going to be hard to instil 
the same philosophies at Spurs when 1) He 
couldn’t speak the language and 2) Spurs 
had Paul Staltieri as a right back. 

He changed personnel and signed players 
like David Bentley, Giovani Dos Santos and 
Pascal Chimbonda whilst selling fan favou- 
rites Jermain Defoe, Dimitar Berbatov and 
Robbie Keane. Under Ramos last season 
Spurs leaked goals and had trouble finding 
the net. The problem Ramos had, as op- 
posed to a mainly counter-attacking coach 
like Rafa Benitez, is that it is much harder 
to blaze into a league playing attacking foot- 
ball. It takes time to get the right blend of 
players and in effect Ramos was guilty of 
not playing to the strengths of his players as 
well as signing mediocre ones. 

Coming back to the language it cannot be 
underestimated how important communica- 
tion is to modern day players, especially in 
this day and age when it is far easier to get 
rid of the manager than get rid of unhappy 
players. This, coupled with the dire perfor- 
mances and results at Spurs at the start of last 
season, led to Ramos’ inevitable demise. 

So in came Harry and right away results 
changed for the better. Harry has a reputa- 
tion for keeping smaller clubs like Pompey 
and West Ham out of trouble. He kept them 
competitive in the EPL by signing bargain 
foreign players and loan signings. His rea- 
soning for joining Spurs (and it has to be 
said abandoning a sinking Pompey ship) 
was that he wanted to have a crack at one 
last big job before he retired. One can’t re- 
ally begrudge him the chance to prove him- 
self and, outside Arsenal, Chelsea, Man Utd

and Liverpool, Spurs is the best job he was 
going to get. 

The advantage he had when he first arrived 
at Spurs was that he would have known 
most of the players and he would have bet- 
ter players to work with than his previous 
job. 

This had its fair share of teething problems 
though. Spurs star player is Luka Modric, 
who is really an attacking midfielder who 
thrives best in a five man midfield, allowing 
him to maraud forward without defensive 
responsibility. Harry is known for playing 
4-4-2 and at first he played 4-5-1 sometimes 
with Darren Bent upfront and sometimes 
with Roman Pavylchenko. 

It didn’t work, The turning point came 
against Liverpool last season when both 
Bent and Pavylchenko played and Spurs 
won 2-1 to inflict Liverpool’s first defeat of 
the season. 

From then on it was obvious Harry had 
to stick with his principles. That left Modric 
with no option but to play in a midfield four. 
Class player that he is he adapted to the role. 
It helped that Redknapp signed Honduran 
international Wilson Palacios from Wigan, 
a very hard-working player to make up for 
Modric’s lack of bite. Though not as influ- 
ential this season Modric has, along with 
the re-signed striker Jermain Defoe, been 
Spur’s best player. 

Of course if it was as easy for Harry as 
sticking to your principles, every manager 
would be successful. Harry has superb man- 
management skills and is the type of person 
who is honest with his players about their 
role and where they stand. This can be to the 
detriment of the club, as in the Darren Bent 
case (where it was obvious Redknapp had a 
complete dislike for Darren’s type of play- 


er). So as long as a player is happy knowing 
their role and position in the packing order 
they’ ll be happy with Harry. 

The bottom line is Harry’s way works for 
him and until Spurs implode he will keep 
feeling the adulation of the fans. 

The talk this week has been of Spurs 
mounting a title challenge. Do me a favour! 
Its true that under Harry Spurs have lost just 
once at home and have showed EPL title- 
wining form but it just shows the media’s 
propensity to get carried away (and their 
wish for a new title challenger) that they 
are so quick to anoint Spurs as such. Whilst 
there is no doubt in my mind Spurs will fin- 
ish in the European positions next year fans 
should not be upset with Europa League 
football next season instead of UCL footy. 

This will provide Spurs with a foundation 
to work with next season and perhaps push 
on for a top four place, something they have 
been banging on about for years. However, 
this season isn’t out of the way and before 
I get ahead of myself there are things Spurs 
must do to have a successful season. 


DON’T BELIEVE THE HYPE 

They need to stop reading the papers and 
take each game as it comes. Believing the 
hype is a sure fire way to be knocked back 
down to earth. 


BE CONSISTENT WITH TEAM AND 
FORMATION 

Last season showed the value of sticking to 
a formation and personnel that suit that sys- 
tem. If it means better players being on the 
bench that’s fine. One thing he mustn’t do 
is chop and change after a defeat or when 
Spurs play the bigger teams. Have faith in 
the formation and the players that got you 


the good start unless you find better players 
to fit the system. 


DON’T PANIC WHEN POOR FORM 
ARRIVES 

Every team goes through a bad patch. When 
the poor form arrives the papers and fans 
will clamour for changes. Changes will 
sometimes be needed but panic measures 
are not. Harry isn’t afraid to drop non-per- 
forming players but in general he’ll stick 
with his best team. 


WIN WHEN YOU’RE SUPPOSED TO 
The key to success is consistency against 
the lesser teams. All signs are good with 
ins at West Ham and Hull but Spurs need 
to maintain focus and beat the teams they 
should beat and the league table will take 
care of itself. Whilst I do not expect many 
points from the bigger teams if they beat the 
Blackburn’s and Bolton’s away from home 
they will be fine and wont need any magical 
escapes to get into Europe next year.

Tigers Aim To Claw Their Way Back 


After weeks of little to no activity 
in the transfer market, Phil Brown 
finally persuaded two relatively 
small name men to join the Hull 
City fight against relegation. 

Despite their tiny reputation, the new 
Hull strikeforce of Jozy Altidore and 
Kamel Ghilas helped Hull to only their 
second win in 2009, against Bolton last 
weekend. And after such a major im- 
pact, Hull fans are wondering whether 
their new strike duo will be good enough 
to keep them in the division. 

If you happen to be a regular reader 
of this column then you will probably 
guess that I’m not a massive fan of Hull 
City; I feel that last season they were, 
apart from their okay start, a very poor 
side, as their lack of form in the whole 
of 2009 indicated. They may have won 
against teams such as Arsenal and Tot- 
tenham, but the wins were lucky, and 
when their luck run out they only clung 
on to a Premier League berth for this 
season on the basis that the three teams 
that did go down couldn’t win a game 
between them even if you’d given any 
of them a five goal start. 

However, despite my view on Hull’s 
campaign last season, I bear no qualms 
about them remaining in the Premier 
League of they are good enough. Un- 
til last weekends game against Bolton, I 
had my doubts as to whether they could 
stay up, but two men that played in the 
win over Bolton have certainly made me 
rethink Hull’s chances this season. 

The two players in question are the 
American, Jozy Altidore, and the Alge- 
rian, Kamel Ghilas. Altidore made a 
name for himself this summer, as he was 
one of the stars of the Confederations 
Cup tournament held in South Africa. 
In many ways he reminds me of the 
player type that is known as the ‘English 
Centre-Forward’. He is big and string, 
bullish yet relatively quick. At the Con- 
federations he posed a real threat to ev- 
ery defence he faced simply due to his 
natural ability and enthusiasm. And the 
massive advantage that he brings to any 
club he plays for is that he is still very 
young, with many years to improve. 
A big centre forward is much akin to a 


weak a AFC.

goalkeeper in that it takes a while for the 
player to be mature and experienced in 
the role, and the best years for both goal- 
keepers and big forwards is older than 
that of wingers or full back. Altidore has 
already displayed a potential to improve 
and become a very good player. 

For months after the Confederations 
Cup tournament it was rumoured that he 
would be making his way to the Premier 
League, and it’s certainly a move that I 
expected to happen at some point. Al- 
though only a loan signing right now, his 
parent club still being Villarreal in Spain, 
Hull have the option to buy the Ameri- 
can, and if his current form continue I 
can’t see why they won’t purchase the 
big nineteen year old.

Ghilas is the lesser known of the two, 
but that doesn’t mean he’ll be any less 
important to Hull City. In fact it was a 
goal from this man that helped his new 
club to their first win of the season, and 
only their second win all year. Ghilas 
proved that he was somewhat of a goal- 
scorer whilst he played in Spain for Cel- 
ta Vigo. Only he only scored thirteen 
goals in thirty three appearances, he did 
finish the season as the clubs top scorer, 
meaning he can be considered a viable 
goal threat.

And it was 
the interplay between these two which 
resulted in Hull City scoring against 
Bolton, as Altidore headed the ball on to 
Ghilas who proceeded to neatly finish, 
scoring his first goal for the club. 

And it’s not just this on instance that 
should be getting Hull fans excited about 
the pairing, as the two men both should 
have scored at least one more goal be- 
tween them, and they ran the Bolton 
back line completely ragged at times 
with their movement, pace and power. 
Hull have since followed up the result 
against Bolton with a win over South- 
end United in the Carling Cup, a game in 
which Altidore scored his first goal for 
his new team. And what a good goal it 
was by the way, a thirty yard effort to put 
Hull two nil up. Not bad for your first 
goal in English football. 

Ofcourse, we all can’t get too far ahead 
of ourselves. Despite all the promise 
that the duo have already showed, they 
have still only played a couple of times 
for Hull, and as the saying goes, one 
swallow doesn’t make a summer. In this 
case, one goal doesn’t make a Premier- 
ship quality strikeforce. And any ideas 
Hull City fans might have of attaining 
anything better than simply survival this 
season are almost certainly way off the 
mark, as Hull will have done well to sim- 
ply stay in this division. And I do not 
think that either Ghilas or Altidore will 
be amazingly prolific in front of goal. 

Yet, as I have suggested, all things so 
far are pointing towards a nice partner- 
ship up front for Hull, which certainly 
could keep them up. And it only takes 
a few goals in important games to make 
the difference either way. Add to their 
new strike duo the quality that Geovanni 
showed last season, at least for some 
of the season, as well as some solid if 
unspectacular support cast members, 
then Hull could fire their way to another 
season in the top flight. And if they do 
survive, I very much suspect that they’II 
owe it all to their new American-Algeri- 
an strikeforce.

Metro Stars booked a place in the 
2009 Divine Homes Super League 
Grand Final after edging out Ade- 
laide Blue Eagles in a penalty shoot- 
out.

the ball a metre over Matthew Ham’s 
crossbar. 

The Strikers continued from there 
dominating the opening stages, but 
Olympic held on and began to force 
their way into the contest. A header 
by Andrew Oar over Strikers goal- 
keeper Ryan Pearse’s crossbar from 
a Jack Petrie cross in the 8th minute 
was an early warning shot across the 
home team’s bow.

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SUTHERLAND REACH SECOND SUCCESSIVE GRAND FINAL 


In a dramatic turnaround at King 
Tomislav Oval on Sunday, the 
Sutherland Sharks came from 2-0 
down to topple premiers Sydney 
United 3-2, and force their way into 
the 2009 grand final.

Manly had their moments, and Craig 
Midgley and Joey Schirripa both went 
close as the first period came to an end, 
the latter from one of his dangerous free 
kicks. 0-0 at the break, and although the 
hosts had looked the more dangerous, 
Manly were clearly not to be underesti- 
mated. 


Marconi continued to dictate matters in 
the second period. Toure, always lively, 
nearly chipped Swancott on 66 minutes, 
and Canak’s dangerous cross from the left 
some three minutes later needed a desper- 
ate grasp from the Manly keeper.

But there was 
nothing Swancott could do on 95 minutes, 
when Nahuel Arrarte took advantage of a 
defensive error to hit the right-hand by- 
line and cut the ball back for Abbas, who 
tucked away the chance at the far post. 

Although Keith Shevlin managed a shot 
on the turn on 107 minutes, Manly did not 
look like squaring up the game, and in the 
final minute of extra time, Marconi’s other 
Ivorian, midfielder Vamana Diarra, sealed 
his side’s place in the preliminary final 
by combining sweetly with substitute Er- 
ick Anabalon before sliding the ball past 
Swancott from close range.
